va levee during the 2001 fiscal 
year, said Corps representatives. 

“I am pleased to announce that 
one of the last hurdles to approval 
of these vital funds for Elba and 
Geneva has finally been crossed,” 
Everett said. 

“Congress authorized funding for 
the levee rehabilitation work last 
year, but funds were not appropriat- 
ed until this year,” Everett said. “I 
have worked with the Alabama 
congressional delegation over the 
last 12 months to ensure that the 
levee funds would be appropriated 
so that this important design and 
construction work could move for- 
ward and residents of both cities 
could finally breathe a little easier. 

“Most importantly,” Everett 
added, “this funding approval sig- 
nals that the levee construction pro- 
jects are now a federal priority and 
as such should continue to receive 
the necessary annual funding to 
progress.” 

Shelby added to Everett's com- 
nents and said “This initial funding 
will allow the Army Corps of Eng1- 
neers to begin efforts on these 
important flood control pojects. As 
a member of the Senate Appropria- 
lions committee, 1am going to con- 
tinue to Work to secure full funding 
for the levee construction projects 
this year.” *

An Opp man has been arrested in 
connection with a shooting that 
occurred in Elba last week in the 
Mulberry Community 

Otis Lavaughn Daniels, 22, of 
109 Church Street, Opp, AL, has 
been arrested and charged with dis- 
charging a firearm into an occupied 
vehicle 

According to Johnny P. Senn, an 
investigator with the Elba Police 
Department, on Friday, September 
29, it was reported to police that a 
shooting had occurred at the inter- 
section of Martin Luther King 
Drive and Lee Street 

Officers responding to the call 
found that a vehicle occupied by 
luydron Martin and Loretta Smith, 
both of 729 Lee Street had been 
fired upon, Martin was the driver of 


the Corps to ensure that everything 
continues to move forward on the 
levee rehab. He expressed his grati- 
tude to the Washington delegation 
for their dedicated efforts in acquir- 
ing funding for this vital project. 
Grimes noted that the $12.7 million 
project is a 65% to 35% matching 
project and for the completed pro- 
ject to become a reality, Elba offi- 
cials will be depending heavily on 
State Senator Jimmy Holley and 
Representative Terry Spicer and 
particularly on Alabama Governor 
Don Seigelman to help with the 
millions needed to match the feder- 
al funds. 

Grimes said the City of Elba is 
continually experiencing some 
expenses on preparing for the levee 
rehab project and is keeping careful 
documentation in order to use these 
expenses as “in-kind” match rather 
than committing additional cash 
expenditures. He estimates that 
Elba already has an infusion of 
about $1.000,.000 of local in-kind 
services in the levee rehab project, 
all of which will count on the local 
matching portion of the overall 
cost 

The Corps of Engineers has spent 
an estimated $400,000 in federal 
funds on the design work on the 
Elba levee. That is in addition to 
the $100,000 furnished by the 
Choctawhatchee, Pea, Yellow 
Rivers Watershed Authority that 
was used to do the initial survey on 
the existing levee

determine its number of members in 
the House of Representatives, The 
first census, conducted in 1790, was 
their way of accomplishing both 

Fairness and accuracy of the cen 
sus were of the highest importance 
to the Founding Fathers. They felt 
that by using the census to deter 
mine taxes, states would be discour 
aged from “fudging” their popula 
tions upward to increase their repre 
sentation in Congress. While the 
census was no longer used in tax 
collection after 1913 when the Six 
teenth Amendment established

The Alabama Department of 
Revenue reminds business owners 
that October is the annual renewal 
month for state business privilege 
licenses and scrap tire handlers’ 
licenses. The licenses expire Sept 
30 and must be renewed prior to 
Noy. | each year. 

The business privilege license 1s 
a combination county and state 
license that is issued by the county 
license-issuing official of the coun 
ty in which the business. profes- 
sion or occupation is conducted, 
License fees vary depending upon 
the type of license that is required, 
and in some cases. upon the popu- 
lation of the area where the busi- 
ness is located, the number of 
employees a business may have, 
the gross amounts of contracts 
(applicable to building construc- 
tion or excavation-type business- 
es), Or upon the capital investment 


of a business, as in the case of 


manufacturing plants, etc, Penal- 
ties for failure to obtain the appro- 
priate business privilege license 
vary, according to the cost and cat 
egory of the license required. 
October | also marks the renew- 
al date for the scrap tire handlers’ 
license. The scrap tire handlers’ 
license law is a relatively new 
licensing requirement which 
became effective Oct. |, 1999, and 
includes a variety of business oper- 
ations such as retail tire dealer-

Deputies ask commission for pay raise

rhe Coffee County Commi: 
sion’s regularly scheduled bi 
monthly meeting Monday resem 
bled a law enforcement officials’ 
seminar, Most of, if not all of, Cot 
fee County's Sheriff's deputies 
were In attendance seeking a pay 
increase 

\ddressing the commission on 
behalf of the deputies was Chief 
Deputy Myron Williams. He asked 
that the commission make good 
their promise of a graduated pay 
increase that was allegedly agreed 
to by members of the commission 
in 1998 

Williams prefaced his remarks by 
stating that, “In 1997, the Alabama 
State Legislature had a deputies pay 
bill introduced...it was opposed by 
the Association of County Commis- 
sions and Republican Legislators 
because they felt that it was an 
unfunded mandate upon the citi- 
zens of each county.” This included 
Coffee County's legislative delega- 
tion at the time - State Senator 
Dwight Adams and Representative 
Garreth Moore, The bill failed to 
Pass. 

According to Williams, Rep 
Moore agreed to meet with the 
sheriff's department and discuss a 
workable solution that would be 
fair to the deputies as well as eco- 
nomically feasible to the citizens of 
this county. Reportedly, he agreed 
to approach the commissioners on a 
one-to-one basis and later in a 
working session. Moore then later 
spoke with Sheriff Ben Moates who 
later had a meeting with all the 
deputies and told them of a com- 
promise agreement that had been 
entered on their behalf. 

The agreement, according to 
Williams, called for a minimum 
deputy’s pay to increase to a base 
of $12 per hour or $24,960 annual- 
ly. The pay increase was set to be 
phased in over a four-year time 
period, with each deputy receiving 
a $l per hour increase over this 
time period.

The Coffee County Board of 
Education meeting in regular ses- 
sion last Thursday evening and 
gave special recognition to three 
county middle school students. 

The three students recognized 
Were participants in the Duke Uni- 
versity Talent Identification Pro- 
vram. They were: Brett Parrish and 
David Anderson, both eighth 
graders at New Brockton Middle 
School; and Levi Brown, a Zion 
Chapel Middle School eighth grad 
er, All three students, who were 
seventh graders at the time, quali 
fied to take the ACT exam last year 
In order to do this, they had to be in 
the 95th percentile or better on the 
Stanford Achievement Test (SAT) 
in language, reading or math, These 
students did so well on their scores, 
they were recognized at the state 
level. Duke University will contin- 
ue to track these students through- 
out their education process, 

Kathy Sawyer, who is the gifted 
education teacher in the Coffee 
County School System, commented 
that 42 county students are eligible 
to participate in the program this 
year. It is not known at this time 
how many students will actually 
take the ACT this year, 

Board members received an 
update on the on-going construc- 
lion projects at Kinston and New 
Brockton high schools, David 
Langford, a representative from the 
county's architectural consultants, 
reported that work should begin on 
the classrooms within the next one 
to two weeks, Demolition work is 
scheduled at both sites this week 
since school is out 

Dr. Linda Ingram gave board 
members a brief overview of the

ull of the deputies received the 
agreed upon $1 per hour increase,” 
said Williams. “This was also given 
to the staff of the county jail even 
though they were not part of the 
original agreement with Rep 
Moore. I was a part of the budget 
hearings with Sheriff Moates and 
Jail Administrator Zack Ennis, 
where cach commissioner stated 
that the pay for the entire staff 
needed to be increased to avoid los- 
ing quality employees.” 

No record of this agreement can 
be produced by either of the parties 
involved - the deputies or the com- 
mission. All of the commissioners 
present in Monday’s meeting 
(Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
was out of town) stated that they 
have no recollection of such an 
agreement with them and Repre- 
sentative Moore. Allegedly, all of 
the discussion and agreeing 
occurred in a “work session” of the 
commission and no recordings or 
minutes are kept of those meetings. 

“There is nothing for these 
deputies to rely on accept their 
word, the word of the sheriff and 
Rep. Moore,” Williams. 
“Therefore, we come to you today 
and ask that you keep your word - 
this is on the record in front of vari- 
ous news media and the people of 
this county, These deputies deserve 
to be treated fairly by the represen- 
tatives of the people of this county. 
Each day, they risk their lives in 
service for them,” 

The chief deputy told commis- 
sioners that he, as well as other 
deputies, has to take second jobs in 
order to supplement their income. 

According to Williams, the start- 
ing pay for a deputy in 1998 was 
$7.88 per hour. In 1999, the $1 
increase raised it to $8.88, In 2000, 
a 5 percent pay increase raised it to 
$9.23 per hour. The pay increase in 
the 2001 budget increased it to 
$9.34 per hour. This is $2.66 shy of 
the $12 deputies were allegedly led 
to believe they would receive. 

In conclusion, Chief Deputy 
Williams asked the members of the 
commission to their

requests that had been received 
from the different community agen- 
cies for 20 percent of the state allo- 
cated at-risk funds to the local sys- 
tem.
